The actual Eisenhower quote 
is os follows: “I have never 
talked or corresponded with a 
person knowledgeable in Viet- 
namese affairs who did not ag- 
reé that, had elections been 
held os of the time of the fight- 
ing, possibly 80 p.c. of the pop- 
ulation would have voted for 
the communist Ho Chi Minh os 
their leader rather than Chief 
of State, Boa Dai. Indeed the 
lack of feadership and drive 
on the part of Bao Dai was a 
factor in the feeling prevalent 
among Vietnamese that they 
had nothing to fight for.” 
{“‘Mandate for Change” p 372). 


Emporer Bao Dai had served 
under the imperialist French 
and Japanese Governments and 
subsequently as supreme Coun- 
sellor in Ho Chi Minh‘s self ap- 
pointed 1946 provisional gov- 
ernment. 

The Eisenhower quote means 
that if the choice were for or 
against Bao Dai, any donkey 
would have done as well as‘ Ho 
Chi Minh.

1956 but in fact former Pres- 
ident Eisenhower writes of an 
earlier preiod.

He had just put a diesel en- 
gine in and was trying it out. 

Gregory Alan Huggins of Mor- 
nington was fined $20 with 
$10.50 costs for operating a mo- 
tor boat carelessly. 

Mr. Frank Rose of Elwood 
told the Court that on October 
1. 1967, he was anchored and 
fishing a mile off-shore from 
Fawkner beacon. 

He noticed a big scallop boat 
heading East and after a time 
saw it coming back again. 

Rose could see nobody at the 
wheel but became alarmed as 
it was heading straight for him. 
Repeated calling by him brought 
ne response se he hurriedly took 
up the anchor of his boat and 
moved o a little. However, the 
scallop boat skimmed very 
close past him, breaking his 
snapper lines and ropes. Rose 
estimated the speed of the scal- 
lop boat as about 1¢ knots. 

Another fisherman, Mr. Law 
yence Kerr of Caulfield South 
told the Court he was in a boat 
about %4 mile away and watch- 
ed the scallop boat come past 
with nobody in attendance in 
the wheel-house., He heard a 
voice calling out and noticed the,

THIS MONTH FOR YOUR BULB GARDEN 


The most suitable soil for most hardy 
bulbs is a well drained deeply-trenched, 


and well broken up sandy loam. 
"Where necessary, well-rotted cow or stable man- 
ure, or failing this bone dust can be applied during 


When preparing the ground 
fér a bulb bed, remember that 
the bulb roots, and very often 
the bulbs themselves. are attack- 
ed by soil insects. This is the 
cause of very many failures, 
and can be easily remedied by 
giving the soil a good dressing 
of soil insecticide while turning 
it over, — this cleanses it of 
all insect pests, 


When planting take care to 
place the bulb in the correct po- 
sition, the crown must always 
be placed uppermost. The 
depth of planting is also impor- 
tant, and it must be remember- 
ed that the lighter the soil. the 
deeper planting can be practis- 
ed. i ‘ 


In heavy soil, place the bulb 
nearer the surface. A good gen- 
eral rule is to plant the bulb 
about twice its own depth, 


Providing the soil ‘has been 
properly prepared, apart from 
weeding and an occasional light 
hoeing, no further treatment is 
necessary, 


Be particularly careful to hoe 
very shallow, so as not to dam- 
age. A little liquid manure will 
be needed just at the flowering 
period. 


As the majority of bulbs are 
planted in the autumn, sufficient 
moisture for the bulb is con- 
tained in the ground — except 
if the weather should continue 
dry, an occasional watering is 

- essential, 


If the flowers are allowed to 
remain on the plants until they 
wither, and seed permitted to 
form, the bulb is robbed of a 
great deal of its strength, which

The benefit! of 
cutting off the flowers when 
fresh. or even a few days after 
they are past their best, will 
not be fully realised, and this 
will relieve’ any strain on_ the 
bulb and consequently it will be 
much stronger, and contain more 
more reserve material for pro- 
ducing fine blooms the follow- 
ing year. 

Flowers of Bulbs are best cut 
in the early morning, being then 
charged with moisture, which 
enables them to last longer than 
if cutting some other time dur- 


“ing the day.

do we place this council? WE? THEY? 


Once we accept the challenge for a 
game of darts, the first step is to write 


the time-honoured ‘’WE-THEY.”” 


The game begins,and with all the skill at our 
command we try for the “WE.” “THEY” becomes.a 
challenge to be overcome, ever present, always press- 
ing. Our attention, however, is concentrated on the 
OWE,” this is what demands all our skill and effort. 


It sometimes seems a pity that 
the same principle isn't carried 
over -into everyday situations. 
How much more effective per- 
sons we would be if our ‘“WE" 
received the full impact of our 


diverse talents. 


In the darts game the rules, 
pitch, etc, are well defined be- 
fore the game begins and ail 
agree with the definition. There 
can be no recriminations here 
if the score goes poorly. I 
wonder often, if we are equally 
fair in our approach to the shire 
council. 


We choose to live in a demo- 
cratic community and conse- 
quently should not only abide by 
the decisions of the majority but 
line up on its'side. This sets our 
rules. Someone must be elected 
to make the decisions of govern- 
ment, Others must elect. The 
game has already begun. How 
often do we let our side down?: 


Throw a Double 


Often success in this initial 
move is the most difficult to 
achieve. Again, how similar to 
the loval government scene! 

First moves. of a newly re- 
constituted council require care- 
ful consideration for many rea- 
sons—continuity and promise be- 
ing several important ones. In

culties add to the chalk 
si 
problems sometimes lead to a 
change of heart for most of the 
eam, 


Somewhere, we lose our iden- 
tity with our team, we forget 
our previous definitions of court 
and rules. In fact we concen- 
trate more on the “THEY” than 
our own game. 


We would never tolerate this 
type of sportsmanship in a 
game yet we not only tolerate 
it, but openly condone it in the 
game of municipal government. 
Any games player who wants to 
succeed must learn to approach 
his game positively. He must 
learn to ignore the odds and 
develop the art of concentrating 
on the best use of his own pecu- 
Har skill. 


Why we so-called sports-loving 
Australians should limit this 
faculty to our outdoor pursuits 
remains an unresolved problem. 
Fair play, teamwork and well- 
planned winning moves seem 
alien to our community game. 
In fact we often give in well 
before the obstacles in our 
team’s progress would warrant. 


On With The Game 


We often read in this paper 


On whose side 


of darts teams battling on the 
final victory. No buck-passing 
here. All the teamwork together 
giving mutual encouragement and 
support. 


In the community game by 
comparision this stage of the fun 
often sees a complete break. 
down of the team's spirit. Team 
mates we meet in the street have 
all but thrown in the sponge. 
“THEY” seem to have made 
all the wrong moves but still the 
position is hopeless. 


Rarely do we consider what 
“WE” can do to improve this 
position. 


“THEY” ought to do this or 
that while ‘“‘WE"” have been re- 
duced to a powerless and loosely 
knit group. By sheer inertia or 
disinterest, or both, we have lost 
our sense of purpose, “THEY” 
are in control and “WE" may 
as well pack our things and leave 
the scene!! 


\Who Wins? 


The thrill of victory is rightly 
shared by the winning side in 
the game, But, be it “WE” or 
“THEY” a close, fairly played 
match gives a lift to the spirit 
of both sides. 


Is this what happens in our 


government game? It seems 
not. Indeed, our lack of interest 
in the play has long ago hidden 
any small victories our side has 
made, 


If “THEY” win it was done 
by using unfair practices or by 
an inordinate amount of good 
fortune. 


In any case we quit ages ago, 
so who cares?
